Candidates  for  Police  Chief  attend  forum

The  three  final  candidates  for  PUC  Chief 
of  Police  spoke  on  campus  last  Thursday 
and  Friday  in  the  Founder’s  Lounge  of  the 
PUC  Library  Building. 

Ll  Gordon  Butz  of  the  Lake  County 


Sheriff’s  Department,  Sgt.  Stephen 
Chaddock  of  the  Portage  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Detective  Joseph  Guzik  of  the 
Merrillville  Police  Department  each  re¬ 
sponded  toquestions  in  three  separate  open- 
discussion  sessions.  A  small  group  of  stu¬ 


dents,  faculty  and  staff  attended  the  ses¬ 
sions. 

The  predominant  theme  throughout  the 
discussions  was  the  need  for  more  effec¬ 
tive  communication  between  PUC  police 
and  students.  This  is  something  that  Assis¬ 


tant  Dean  of  Students  William  V.  Giddings, 
chairman  of  the  adhoc  committee  to  select 
the  new  chief  of  police,  said  he  will  be 
pushing  for.

Purdue  Alumni  Association  Awards  Dinner  held

“Now  we  are  known  as  Los  Latinos  and 
not  Lost  Latinos,”  remarked  President 
Robert  Blondet  as  he  accepted  an  Out¬ 
standing  Service  Award  from  the  Purdue 
Alumni  Association-Calumet  (PAAC)  on 
Nov.  7. 

Blondet  was  pleased  to  hear  PAAC  pro¬ 
nounce  the  name  of  his  organization  cor¬ 
rectly.  He  was  referring  to  a  mispronuncia¬ 
tion  Chancellor  James  Yackel  made  as  he 
presented  Los  Latinos  with  the  Most  Ac¬ 
tive  Student  Organization  Award. 

The  PAAC  award  committee  recognized 
Los  Latinos  for  its  exemplary  efforts  in 
distributing  PUC  admission  literature  and 
its  commendable  role  as  a  support  group 

for  minority  students. 

Blondet  asked  former  Los  Latinos  Presi¬ 
dent  Jorge  Lara  to  join  him  in  accepting  the 
award  as  an  expression  of  gratitude  for 
Lara’s  dedicated  service.  “He’s  done  a  lot 
of  things  that  he  should  be  acknowledged 
for,”  said  Blondet. 

Lara  responded:  “It’s  not  what  I’ve  done, 
it’s  the  people  I  was  able  to  work  with.  I  had 
a  great  group  of  officers  and  members.” 

Lara  is  still  an  active  Los  Latinos  mem¬ 
ber.  He  recently  helped  to  establish  a  PUC 
chapter  of  Alpha  Psi  Lambda,  the  first  co¬ 
ed  fraternity  in  the  nation  to  be  founded  by 
Hispanics. 

PUC  Registrar  Lon  Lawson,  who  has 
been  the  organization ’s  primary  advisor  for 


the  past  20  years,  was  also  mentioned  in 
Blondet’s  acceptance  speech.  According 
to  Blondet  and  Lara,  Lawson  offered  to 
sponsor  Los  Latinos  as  a  student  organiza¬ 
tion  long  before  the  university  understood 
the  growth  potential  of  the  Hispanic  popu¬ 
lation  at  PUC. 

In  addition  to  Los  Latinos,  PAAC  hon¬ 
ored  two  other  individuals  and  a  local 
corporation  for  their  extraordinary  efforts. 

Beth  Pelliciotti  received  the  Distin¬ 
guished  Service  Award  for  her  achieve¬ 
ments  as  Director  of  Career  Development 
and  Placement.  Pelliciotti  began  her  asso¬ 
ciation  with  PUC  as  a  graduate  student  and 
has  been  an  employee  of  the  university 
since  1981. 

PAAC  presented  Tom  Whitely  with  the 
Outstanding  Alumnus  Award  for  his  ten- 
year  term  on  the  PAAC  board  of  directors 
and  his  numerous  fundraising  efforts  on 
behalf  of  PUC.  Whitely  is  a  social  studies 
teacher  at  Munster  High  School. 

The  Radisson  Hotel  and  the  Star  The¬ 
atre  were  co-recipients  of  the  Distinguished 
Corporate/Community  Service  Award.

Bike  Patrol  Unit  providing  greater  mobility  for  officers

PUC  Officer  Randy  Moles,  initiator  of 
the  newly-adopted  Bike  Patrol  Unit,  re¬ 
ported  last  Wednesday  that  the  unit  is  ev¬ 
erything  he  hoped  it  would  be. 

"It’s  great.  It’s  really  great,”  he  said. 
“You  can  get  everywhere.  It  makes  no 
difference  how  crowded  it  is  in  the  lot.” 

Moles  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  unit 
after  seeing  a  program  about  similar  Bike 
Patrol  Units  on  the  Law  EnforcementTrain- 
ing  Network.  As  a  result,  the  PUC  Police 


created  a  Bike  Patrol  Unit  that  went  into 
effect  last  September. 

According  to  Moles,  one  of  the  best 
things  about  the  unit  is  that  it  gives  offic¬ 
ers  the  opportunity  to  exercise  while  they 
work.  “I  play  a  lotof  ball,  but  that  firslday 
on  the  bike  I  got  kind  of  winded,”  he  said. 

PUC  Officer  Ron  Ervin  appreciates  the 
bikes  for  their  mobility.  “We  got  a  call 
that  someone  was  messing  with  a  car  by 
Wicker  and  I  was  able  to  get  there  at  the 
same  time  the  squad  officer  did,”  he  said. 


PUC  Officer  Donna  Hillier  said  she’s 
had  similar  experiences.  “Last  week  we 
got  a  call  that  there  was  a  possible  theft  in 
process  in  the  Lawshe  building,”  she  said. 
“I  whipped  down  there  on  the  bike  and  was 
there  in  less  than  a  minute.” 

Hillier  also  said  she  feels  much  more 
effective  on  a  bike  than  on  foot.  “It’s 
boring  to  be  out  on  foot  all  the  time,”  she 
said. 

According  to  Hillier,  officers  can  see  a 
lot  more  from  a  bike  than  on  foot.  “You 


encounter  a  lot  more  people  and,  in  that 
respect,  you’re  able  to  assist  more  people,” 
she  said. 

Moles  and  Hillier  both  said  they  intend 
to  keep  the  Bike  Patrol  going  as  long  as 
possible.  “Weather  permitting,  the  Bike 
Patrol  will  be  in  effect  until  it  gets  bitterly 
cold,  or  until  the  first  significant  snow¬ 
fall,”  said  Moles. 

Moles  added  that  he  regretted  that  the 
Bike  Patrol  got  started  so  late  in  the  year. 
“I  look  forward  to  it  next  year,”  he  said. 
“It’s  going  to  be  an  asset  for  the  students.”

Due  to  lack  of  available  space,  The  Porter 
Hall  continues  to  undergo  major  construc¬ 
tion  in  preparation  for  the  upcoming  trans¬ 
fer  of  the  Behavioral  Science  Department 
and  the  Communication  and  Creative  Arts 
Department. 

Formerly  used  for  the  Child  Care  Facility 
and  for  some  classes.  Porter  Hall’s  new  role 


will  include  a  large  television  and  radio 
studioand  state-of-the-artclassrooms  with 
the  best  technology  available. 

Administrators  project  the  construction 
to  be  finished  in  July  1993  and  the  two 
affected  departments  plan  to  move  in  the 
building  in  August  to  be  ready  for  the  Fall 
Semester.  Dr.  Yahya  Kamalipour  of  the 
Communication  and  Creative  Arts  De¬ 


partment,  estimates  that  the  cost  of  this 
project  to  be  approximately  $1.5  million. 
Dr.  Kamalipour  states:  “It  is  an  excellent 
move,  timely  and  much  needed.  We  will 
be  able  to  work  with  local  cable  and  radio 
stations,  providing  students  with  great  ex¬ 
posure  and  experience.” 

The  old  gymnasium  in  the  Porter  Hall 
will  be  used  for  the  new  television  studio.

“The  public  always  has  issues  of  trust 
andfaimess  with  the  police,”  said  Giddings. 
“If  you’ve  had  contact  ahead  of  time,  you 
can  eliminate  that  factor.” 

Butz,  soon  to  retire  after  26  years  with 
the  LakeCounty  Sheriffs  Department,  said 
as  PUC  Chief  of  Police,  he  would  spend  as 
much  time  as  possible  with  student  organi¬ 
zations.  “Communication  is  one  of  the  best 
avenues  of  improvement,”  he  said.  “You 
have  to  relate  to  those  you  are  working  with 
and  for.” 

Chaddock  is  also  eligible  to  retire  after 
22  years  with  the  Portage  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  He  said  being  involved  with  the 
students  is  part  of  the  Chief’s  job.  “You 
have  to  go  out  and  make  yourself  known,” 
he  said. 

Guzik,  one  of  the  original  1 3  members  of 
the  Merrillville  Police  Department,  gradu¬ 
ated  from  PUC  in  1967.  “I  did  not  look  at 
college  and  university  positions  just  be¬ 
cause  I’m  retiring,”  he  said. 

Guzik  said  he’s  applied  at  other  univer¬ 
sities,  but  would  prefer  to  work  at  PUC 
because  of  its  location.  “I  like  university 
settings,”  he  said. 

“I  feel  as  a  fellow  alumni  here,  there’s  a 
lot  I  can  give,”  Guzik  said.  “I  would  not  be 
a  stranger  on  campus  here.” 

All  three  candidates  made  reference  to 
the  Peer  Study  done  on  the  PUC  Police 
Department.  Chaddock  said  the  study 
showed  that  morale  and  manpower  are  the 
two  major  problems  within  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

According  to  Chaddock,  it’s  important 
for  the  chief  to  find  out  what  is  causing  the 
morale  problem.  “1  don’t  think,  knowing 


my  personality,  that  addressing  a  morale 
problem  will  be  a  big  obstacle,”  he  said. 

“You  have  to  try  and  break  the  ice  and 
get  everybody  feeling  like  you’re  listen¬ 
ing,”  said  Chaddock.  “I  think  I’m  a  pretty 
good  listener.” 

Guzik  said  he  would  deal  with  the  mo¬ 
rale  problem  by  initiating  regular  one-on- 
one  meetings  with  the  officers  to  become 
aware  of  their  concerns.  He  said  as  chief  of 
police,  he  would  be  responsible  for  helping 
the  officers  advance  their  careers. 

“I  would  probably  sit  down  and  try  to 
talk  to  each  officer  individually,”  Guzik 
said.  “If  you  ’re  sincere  about  it  and  honest, 
job  satisfaction  will  go  up.” 

Black  Student  Union  President  Alfred 
Weems,  III,  asked  each  candidate  if  he 
would  advocate  a  sensitivity  program  to 
make  sure  the  special  needs  of  PUC’s 
diverse  student  population  were  met.  All

three  said  they  would. 

Guzik  said  he  is  a  certified  teacher  in 
sensitivity  and  cultural  awareness  train¬ 
ing.  “I  can  do  that  on  campus  with  the 
police  officers  on  a  one-to-one  basis,”  he 
said. 

In  response  to  students’  safety  concerns, 
both  Guzik  and  Butz  supported  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  crimewatch  program  to  prevent 
crime  on  campus.  “Law  enforcement  agen¬ 
cies  should  do  as  much  as  they  can  to 
prevent  crime,  not  to  react  to  crime,"  Guzik 
said. 

Guzik  said  he  would  implement  the 
crimewatch  program  by  talking  to  all  the 
student  organizations.  “Once  you  start  mar¬ 
keting  it,  you’ll  see  that  people  will  start 
coming  to  you  with  information,”  he  said. 

“One  of  the  duties  of  the  chief  would  be 
participating  in  the  crimewatch  program,” 
Guzik  said.  He  also  said  he  would  hold

crimewatch  meetings  to  squelch  any  gos¬ 
sip  that  might  make  student  feel  unsafe  on 
campus. 

Butz  said  he  thought  Student  Eyes  and 
Ears  Reporting  (SEER),  proposed  by  Coach 
Larry  Liddle,  should  be  adopted.  SEER,  a 
program  in  which  students  report  any  sus¬ 
picious  activity  to  the  police,  is  currently 
being  considered  by  the  administration. 

Giddings  and  Assistant  Director  of  Ad¬ 
missions  Fred  Williams  both  participated 
in  the  nearly  two-month  long  process  of 
choosing  a  new  PUC  police  chief.  “As  far 
as  candidates  go,  I  think  we  had  a  good 
selection,”  said  Williams. 

Giddings  said  in  the  early  part  of  next 
week  the  committee  will  limit  the  number 
of  candidates  to  two.  Both  he  and  Williams 
said  they  anticipate  that  the  adm  inistration 
will  select  the  new  PUC  chief  of  police  by 
the  end  of  the  week.

Teachers  take  to  the  road  to 
boost  scholastic  proficiency

West  Lafayette  -  Purdue  touches  tomor¬ 
row  today  by  reaching  out  to  Indiana  el¬ 
ementary  and  high  school  students  and 

teachers  in  a  series  of  programs  to  boost 
proficiency  in  science  and  math. 

The  physics  and  chemistry  departments, 
literally,  take  to  the  road  to  put  on  demon¬ 
strations  at  Indiana  schools.  Two  special 
vans  along  with  full-time  outreach  coordi¬ 
nators  travel  to  demonstrate  science  prin¬ 
ciples.  Students  leant  about  everything 
from  electromagnetics  to  laser  technology 
and  vacuum  pressure. 

A  Portage  science  teacher,  Blanca  Maya, 
said,  “I  could  see  the  difference  in  their 
(the  students)  motivation  by  looking  at 
their  work” 

School  systems  with  financial  limita¬ 
tions  may  borrow  specialized  laboratory 
equipment  through  a  program  offered  by 
the  chemistry  department.  The  Lilly  Foun¬ 
dation  and  the  National  Science  Founda¬ 
tion  fund  the  program  through  grants. 

The  programs  enable  teachers  to  broaden 
students  awareness  and  increase  interest 
and  enthusiasm  for  science. 

Another  program  has  a  plan  to  improve 


the  economic  literacy  of  students. 

The  Purdue-based  Indiana  Council  for 
Economic  Education  offers  programs  pro¬ 
moting  economic  education  and  workplace 
literacy  for  students  form  kindergarten 
through  high  school,  said  Purdue  Professor 
Peter  Harrington,  council  director. 

One  of  the  council’s  program,  “Choice 
and  Changes”,  provides  hands-on  activi¬ 
ties  for  students.  In  order  to  better  under¬ 
stand  their  role  in  the  economy,  students 
market  class-made  items  and  interview 
actual  workers  about  their  jobs. 

“Our  goal  is  to  help  narrow  the  gap 
between  school  and  the  workplace  envi¬ 
ronment,”  said  Harrington. 

Teachers  leant  as  well  as  students  in 
workshops  offered  by  Purdue's  School  of 
Science  and  School  of  mathematics  and 
Science  Center. 

Both  programs  work  with  Indiana’  teach¬ 
ers  to  update  them  on  topics  and  innovative 
ways  of  presenting  the  material. 

Diane  Burnett,  outreach  coordinator  for 
the  Department  of  Chemistry,  said,  “What 
we  wan  to  do  is  to  help  teachers  find  new 
ways  to  allow  students  to  experience  the 
wonder  and  excitement  of  science.” 
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and  evaluation  program  for  Purdue  em¬ 
ployees  with  the  focus  on  maximizing 
resources  on  campus.  We  look  at  three 
things:  money,  people  and  space.  How  can 
we  get  the  maximum  effectiveness  out  of 
these  three?” 

The  program  will  study  things  like  stu¬ 
dent  enrollment  in  the  next  few  years  and 
how  it  will  impact  each  department  in 
areas  such  as  the  need  for  additional  fac¬ 
ulty  and  management  training  and  skills. 

“State  resources  are  very  limited,”  said 
Pelliciotti.  “We  want  to  do  as  much  as  we 
can  with  what  we  have,  to  provide  quality 
and  service  to  students  at  a  reasonable 
cost.” 

Pelliciotti  said,  “I’m  really  enjoying  this 
project  because  it  involves  working  with 
many  people  in  the  organization  at  many 
levels.” 

The  first  phase  of  the  training  begins  in 
three  weeks.  The  members  of  the  Imple¬ 
mentation  team  are  Bill  Robinson, 


Pelliciotti ,  Mary  Beth  Rincon,  Ed  Andrews 
and  Bemie  Holicky. 

Pelliciotti  said:  “I  really  see  our  careers 
likejoumeys  we  go  through.  Therearelots 
of  lesson  that  we  learn  on  this  journey.” 

“This  project  is  very  exciting  for  me.  It 
is  a  chance  to  excel  personally  and  to  work 
for  the  organization  from  a  different  per¬ 
spective.  Before,  in  my  position  I  served 
students  through  placement.  Now  I  be¬ 
lieve  I’m  serving  students  by  helping  the 
organization  as  a  whole.” 

Linda  McClaughrey  is  acting  as  director 
of  Career  Development  and  Placement 
while  Pelliciotti  is  on  special  assignment. 

“I  will  miss  Beth’s  leadership  in  the 
Placement  Office;  however,  I  know  she 
will  do  an  outstanding  job  in  her  new 
position,”  said  McClaughry,  acting  direc- 
torof  Career  Development  and  Placement. 
“As  for  myself,  I  look  forward  to  the 
challenges  of  my  new  position  as  acting 
director.”

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Coppola's  "Dracula"  adds  depth  to  old  myth

Manuel:  In  a  secluded,  towering  castle 
in  15th  Century  Transylvania,  Count 
Dracula  (Gary  Oldman)  is  preparing  to  go 
to  war.  He  is  defending  Christianity,  and 
abandoning  his  moumlul  wife  (Winona 
Ryder).

Shocked,  she  hurls  herself 
from  the  lop  of  the  castle. 

Needless  to  say,  Dracula  is  devastated 
upon  his  arrival.  He  sees  the  bloody  body 
of  his  dead  wife.

Kevin:  Cut  to  1897.  Jonathan  Harker 
(Keanu  Reeves),  a  fresh  faced  British  so¬ 
licitor,  goestoTransylvania  to  visitDracula, 
who  has  inquired  about  buying  some  prop¬ 
erty  in  London.  He  replaced  Renfield,  who 
became  insane  after  spending  some  time  in 
Dracula’s  castle.

Dracula 
sees  Mina’s  picture  in  Harker’s  wallet  and 
immediately  realizes  that  Mina  is  the  rein¬ 
carnation  of  his  dead  wife,  who’s  long  been 
gone  for  four  centuries. 

Manuel:  1  really  enjoyed  the  film 

Kevin .  Coppola  is  really  a  master  of  mood, 
ambiance  and  elaborate  narrative. 

Kevin:  I’ll  agree  with  you  on  that 

Manuel;  however,  even  though  “Bram 
Stoker’s  Dracula”  is  a  cascade  of  visual 
effects,  which  daze  the  audience  at  every 
turn,  it  is  a  bit  of  an  overkill.  Which  makes 
the  movie  tend  to  look,  at  times,  like  a 
warped  music  video.  I  should  also  warn 
our  readers  that  the  bloody  movie  is  130 
minutes  long,  so  expect  to  stay  there  for  a 
while  —  and  don’t  fall  asleep  as  Manuel 
did. 

Manuel:  I  admit  that  I  really  fell  asleep 
for  about  five  minutes,  and  I  felt  so  guilty. 
In  my  movie  critic  book,  one  should  not 
fall  asleep  during  a  very  interesting  film.

Manuel:  The  script  genuinely  follows 
Bram  Stoker’s  vision  of  Dracula.  For  the 
first  time,  Dracula  is  portrayed  as  a  reli¬ 
gious  person,  who  even  asks  for  forgive¬ 
ness.  The  ending  is  really  the  key  scene  of 
the  film .  After  renewing  their  love  for  each 
other,  Mina  helps  Dracula  restore  his  faith 
in  God.  Love  really  never  dies.  The  script 
is  not  only  the  strong  point  of  the  film,  but 
the  cinematography  and  the  production 
design  add  prominence  to  Coppola’s  mas¬ 
terpiece  as  well.  This  is  every  production 
designer’s  dream.

“We  played  hard  and  we  played  well.
